Get the Men Higher Up. 


The sensational confession of Dr. George B. Nye, a 


mtmber of the Ohio legislature, in which he admitted and 
latex in court'pleaded guilty to having solicited a bribe 
for Ms vote in support of a measure before the state legis- 
lature, is rather startling even when one takes into ac- 
count repeated rumors afloat concerning alleged crooked- 
ness at Columbus. Dr. Nye, apparently seeking no im- 
munity upon4 his own account, sweepingly declares that 
one certain lobbyist virtually dominated the law-making 
body in the Buckeye state. He was able, according to Dr. 
Nye's statements to enact or defeat measures at his own 
SAveet will because he found a sufficiently numerous con- 
tingent of the legislators who were susceptible to tempta- 
tion and were willing to barter their support in exchange 
for cash. * The individual case of Dr. Nye may be of com- 
paratively trivial importance, but the disclosures he has 
made o'f the identity of the "men higher up" constitutes a 
legislative scandal that is likely to rock the state from cen- 
ter to circumference. There is of recent record in an Ohio 
bribery incident the case of a convicted official now in the 
penitentiary who went stolidly to his sentence without 
disclosing other guilty parties under an arrangement 
.whereby his silence would purchase support for his family 
during the ternl of his imprisonment. In this instance the 
conviction was of little value because it utterly failed .to 
reach the men primarily responsible for the bribery. The 
"men higher up" were shielded. It is given out that Dr. 
Nye has been much more communicative and that he has 
placed in the hands of the authorities information that will 
enable them to reach the real offenders. We believe that 
a comparatively small proportion of men elected to office 
are dishonest, and that rumor and suspicion of bribery is 
often unfounded. Indeed, it would never exist at all were 


' it not for the "men higher up." Ohio will fail uf its duty 


if it merely punishes Dr. Nye and fails to delve deep 
enough into the situation to get the real principals in. the 
crime.

These wide streei 
grass plots permit the trees to grow suc- 
cessfully and even though there is a store 
adjacent to the grass plot, the trees wll 
have sufficient space in which to develop 
and grow properly. The shade of these 
trees will be a source of great comfort 
nnd pleasure to any store and will greatlj 
add tu the appearance and healtlifulncss 
of the entire street. Thus if the shade 
tree is not an Inconvenience to the' suc- 
cessful operation of the business it should 
be planted to grace the front of the prop- 
erty.

The lower branches 
will be cut up to a distance of ten feet 
from the ground in conformaace with the 
city ordinance, to permit a free and un- 
obstructed sidewalk and street passage- 
way. All dead wood will "be properly re- 
moved and the tops skilfully "opened up" 
to permit a free circulation of air and 
sunlight.

branches and bush will b« hauled to the 
dump. The dirt at the base of each tree 
will be cultivated by chopping up of the 
soil for a distance of two feet from the 
base of the tree. 
Thl« -will conserve 


moisture for the tree and present a uni- 
form clean appearance to the entire length 
of the street. The cost of this operation 
will vary according to the size of the 
tree. Trimming and cultivating a small 
tree will amount to about 50. cents while 
a tree forty feet In height will amount

The cost 
of this planting operation in as follows: 
Ninety-live cents for a tree 9 to 12 feet 
in height and measuring l'/4 inches 3 
feet from the ground. The guard costs 
about 45 cents and the stakes, 10 feet 
by 2x2 inches, will cost 20 to 25c. The 
planting will cost about 45 to 50 cents. 
and in case the clay must be replaced 
by jfood top soil the. total item will be 
increased about 70 cents.. 


In every instance the cost 
will be 


made as low as possibly consistent with 
lirst class skilled work.

in prime condition for the market. Yet 
they pocket the 'loss rather than lose 
all.

Into Veins. 


London, Oct. 11.—A new way of pro- 


ducing anesthesia is being tried with 
success at St. Bartholomew's hospital— 
one of the two most famous in London. 


The method is briefly as follows: A 


vein in the arm is selected and under 
a local anaesthetic a. hollow y^cdle con- 
nected with a reservoir and warming ap- 
paratus is tied on. A 5 per cent, solution 
of ether in salt solution is then run in, 
and usually .-after ten minutes, with very 
little excitement or struggling, the pa- 
tient is unconscious. 
The* depth of 


anesthesia can be accurately controlled 
by regulating the flow of the fluid mix- 
ture.

I received news 
of his death on board the steamer com- 
ing from Europe. General Xogi adored 
the late emperor, and, while the custom 
of thf Samurai is to follow 
in death 


those they lave, 1 do not think that this 
ancient custom of the Samurai inspired 
Xogi and his wife to destroy themselves. 
MMern Japan does not approve of the 
hara-kiri, and T do not think there will 
be any more deaths of Japanese because 
of the death of the emperor. Japan 
becoming modernized.

The industry is so big that it is almost

frctt* the melons by hand, so the farm 
•rs have devised a home-maile thrashing 
autthjjae that does the business. Ther 
•r* hundreds of fields of watermelons in 
Rtevens, Stanton. Haskell. Gray, Morton 
ieade, Scott, Finncy. Kearny and Ham 
llton counties of from twenty to 200 
•ere* each. 


It would be supposed that most of the 


lotions would be grown for shipment to 
the eastern cities. 
Rut few are sent 


from this district. 
All are grown for 


Ked. A man in St. Louis or Chicago or 
Cleveland would pay from S> to TO cents ; 
••eh for the melons grown in Kansas, but j 
th« grower would »i-t not over four cents .

Madison, TTOs., Oct. 11.—The. story of 


how Roosevelt betrayed LaFollette in the 
raca for the 
told In this week's 
Weekly magazine. Last week's chapter 
only laid the foundation. According to 
Senator LaFollette, Rooserelt urged him 
to lead the progressive cause, and then 
when he saw LaFoUette'* candidacy was 
succeeding, he undermined it in order to 
jrrab the nomination for himself. 


After tt«-colonel's tour of th'» wwt, 


early in 1911, writes LaFollette, Roose- 
velt decided that the progressive* should 
put forth a candidate against- Taft Gil- 
eon Gardner, the newspaper correspond- 
ent, came to LaFollette, hearing thil 
•message from Eoosevelt: 


"That I (LaFol'.ette) shotild ho thaV 


candidate, and that I should get Into the 
fight at once." 


LaFollette, said'the'colonel, was the 


natural leader of the progressives, for he 
had done the pioneer work. 
Eoosevelt 


could not—so the message ran—openly 
advocate BaFollett«'« candidacy against 
Taft, but he would commend LaFollette's 
work in the Outlook and help as he could; 
from time to time. 


On April 30 a conference of progressives 


was held in Washington. All agteed that 
they should unite on a. candidate, to con 
ccntrate the movement. 


"There is hut one man who should be 


considered," said Senator Cummins, "and 
that is Senator LaFoilctfe." Cummins, 
the senator add*, pledged hi» his own 
luppo-*- 


'LaFollette, however, hMitated. "I es- 
timated my own worth to the progres- 
sive, cause too highly," he says, "to con- 
sent to being used ai a candidate- for a 
:ime and then, to serve some ulterior pur- 
pose, conveniently broken and cast -upon 
the scrap .head, my ability to serve the 
progressive 
cause seriously damaged, 


and possibly the movement itself divert- 
ed and subordinated to mere personal am- 
bition.* 


He feared that the movement might 


be "shifted for political expediency to 
some other candidate." He believed that, 
as the campaign advanced and Taft's 
weakness was revealed, "either Cummins 
or Eoosevelt, or perhaps both, 
might 


then be tempted to -thrust in, thus di- 
viding progressive strength and defeat- 
ing real progress." 


About October, 1911, a 
friend of 


Eoosevelt, who, up to this time has been 


turning, he went to the senator and re- 
ported. 


"Kootevelt is not only surprised at thB 


development of your candidacy, but he ta 
disappointed as well." He added, says 
jiFollette, "Boosevelf wants to be presi 
dent again, hut you know it hat hereto 


'ore been his judgment that Taft could 
not be beaten." Eoosevelt now seemed

Discusses Beveridge's Record. 


Mr. Hanly addressed himself in a con- 


siderable portion of his speech to the 
record of Mr. Beveridge on the temper- 
ance question,. or rather the lack of a 
ecord on the part of the former sen- 
ator on that question. The former gov- 
ernor said that the temperance question 
was the one closest to his helirt, that 
ic had spent his time and given his 
work in its behalf, that he had been 
maligned and abused because of his 
stand, and nothing had been left undone 
:o crush him by the liquor interests. 


Mr. Hanly told of the visit made, to 


lira by the then republican state chair- 
man, James S. Goodrich, who told him 
;hat the brewery interests would sup- 
port the republican ticket and make a. 
large campaign contribution if Hanly 
would promise thnt there should be no 
temperance legislation in the event of 
his election.

IndianapolU, Oct. 11.—"Th« District 


Nvurse and Domestic Educator," waa th« 
theme of a talk giveu befort the mem- 
ber* of the civic, home and aocial. wel- 
fare (Upartuienta of the Woman'* De- 
partment club, at the PropyUeuni, by 
Mrs. Annie L. Hanseo, domestic educator 
of the North American League of Immi- 
grant*, at Buffalo, N. Y. 


Dividing her tubject into two parts, 


Mrs. .Uanieu ipolte ftrit on the district 
nun*. 


"My work i» entirely with foreigner*, 


and it is with this class of people that 
the district nur*e ia incut.. needed, and 
every city *hould »upport at least one 
graduate nurse in this work, if for no 
other reason but civic value," she said. 


"Is i* one of the greate»t itrokes of 


economy & city can practice. The daily, 
persistent care of the district nur»e will 
do'much toward lightening the work of 
charity organizations, and keeping men 
and women out of our public institutions. 
I do not believe in a cfiarity nurse, and 
while the city should pay a salary, the 
position can be made partially *«if-sus- 
taining when a small fee is charged. 


"As small a turn, as flve cents should 


be taken when the patient can not afford 
more. 
The idea of charity often keeps 


a family from lending for the visiting 
nurse. The nurse should take her or- 
ders only from the superintendent or the 
doctor, in charge. It i* 'often the caie 
that many women who are interested in 
charity work *how too much sentiment 
and not enough practical work, and the 
poor people are the goats. No wonder 
they resent it. 


"The domestic educator, while an tn- 


tirely separate worker, must work in 
close relations with the district nurse. 
In her visits to the homes of the foreign- 
ers she teaches the woman how to buy 
as Americana do, how to economize and 
the value of American money. 


"Ventilation, hygiene in all it* phases, 


and consequently the prevention of dis- 
ease, is taught. Some of the women who 
come to this country have to he taught 
how to lew on & button, and few of 
them have any idea of how to take care 
of a child. 


"In justice to foreign women I must 


say there are many American women 
who need to he taught the homely duty 
of sewing on n button."
